Officer  of  Health 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31st,  1931. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  Otley  for  the 
year  1931. 

In  my  1930  report  I  said  that  trade  had  fallen  off,  and  I 
am  sorry  to  say  that  during  the  year  most  of  the  firms  in  the 
town  have  been  working  short  time.  The  staple  industries, 
viz.:  Worste^d  Spinning,  Weaving  and  the  different  branches 
of  the  Printing  Machine  trade  have  suffered  more  than  at  any 
time  during  the  last  forty  years.  It  has  been  a  great  strain 
on  the  working  people  of  the  town,  still  I  can  say,  without 
question,  that  the  working  population,  as  regards  wages,  hours 
of  labour  and  standard  of  living,  are  considerably  better  off 
than  they  were  forty  years  ago.  More  remarkable  still  has 
been  the  progress  in  respect  of  health;  in  1887  the  death-rate 
for  Otley  was  20  per  1000  per  annum,  whereas  during  1931 
it  was  11*32  per  1000  per  annum. 

Not  only  has  there  been  a  vast  improvement  in  health, 
forty  years  ago  the  number  of  parents  who  were  themselves 
uneducated,  have  now  become  a  negligible  fraction  and  a 
reading  public  has  been  substituted  for  an  illiterate  one. 
Public  opinion  has  grown  up  which  supports,  instead  of 
thwarting  the  efforts  of  sanitary  reform.  Public  health  has 
progressed  directly  and  indirectly  from  the  growth  of  education. 
A  single  example  is  the  fall  of  infantile  mortality  and  the 
saving  of  child  life. 

As  I  said  last  year,  it  is  still  our  duty  to  economise.  If 
we  could  only  reduce  our  taxation  and  unemployment,  to  what 
a  state  of  contentment  and  happiness  might  we  not  at  some 
distant  date  attain. 
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Let  us  taka  Housing — it  appears  to  me  that  the  neecis" of 
the  better  working-class  type  have  now  been  fulfilled,  because 
several  of  this  type  of  house  are  vacant  at  the  present  time. 

An  important  question  before  us  is  the  provision  of  houses 
for  old-age  pensioners  and  casual  workers  who  cannot  afford 
to  pay  the  rent  of  the  existing  Council  houses.  I  do  think 
that  houses  could  be  designed  and  erected  suitable  for  aged 
couples  with  a  limited  income  for  a  very  low  rent,  and  I  would 
suggest  the  erection  of  a  one-roomed  house  for  this  type  of 
tenant,  because  old  people  do  not  want  a  big  house  and  a  lot 
of  step  work. 

The  erection  of  twelve  houses  to  the  acre,  is  I  know,  one 
of  the  big  drawbacks  to  my  above  suggestion. 

Again  I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Davies,  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  the  other  Officials  for  the  help  given  me  daring  the  year.

Sanitary  Arrangements  of  the  District. 

One  of  the  first  essentials  is  a  supply  of  good  water.  We 
are  fortunate  in  being  provided  with  an  abundant  and  excellent 
supply  of  water — a  most  valuable  asset. 

Our  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse,  which  is 
so  well  described  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  reflects 
great  credit  on  his  methodical  work.  The  work  is  well 
organised  and  supervised,  with  a  result  that  there  are  very  few 
complaints. 

The  Ings  Tip  and  the  West  Chevin  Quarry  Tip  are  well 
managed  and  there  has  been  no  trouble  from  fire  during  the 
year. 

Common  Lodging  House. 

We  have  only  one  and  this  has  accommodation  for  75 
‘lodgers.  It  is  kept  very  clean  and  is  well  conducted,  although 
it  is  a  very  old  building. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  18  of  these  trades  registered,  and  they  are 
regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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Workshops. 

There  are  125  registered,  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year.  These  are  frequently  inspected  and  during  the  year  22 
nuisances  were  reported  and  18  nuisances  remedied,  leaving 
four  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Publio  Abattoir  and  Meat  Inspection. 

The  provision  of  the  Public  Slaughter  Houses  has  been 
a  boon  to  the  district.  It  enables  us  to  watch  the  slaughter 
of  food  animals  and  detect  any  diseased  meat.  The  Town  of 
Otley  has  always  stood  for  a  good  quality  of  meat  sold. 

In  the  latter  portion  of  the  Report,  a  full  account  is  given 
of  the  work  done,  together  with  the  cost  to  the  ratepayers 
and  the  amount  of  food  condemned  and  destroyed.  No  cases 
of  food  poisoning  have  been  recorded  during  the  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 

In  many  matters  of  Public  Health,  I  may  say  and  am 
proud  to  think  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  Otley  have  in 
the  past  and  now  been  well  to  the  front  in  Public  Health 
work.  I  should  like  to  say  that  we  are  well  in  advance  in  the 
control  of  our  milk  supplies  ;  there  are  certainly  difficulties, 
just  as  we  had  with  our  water  supply  at  one  time.  Why 
should  we  not  be  as  large  a  consumers  of  milk  as  the 
Americans  ?  It  is  a  cheap  and  nutritious  food  and  as  one 
American  authority  says :  “A  quart  of  milk  gives  as  much 
energy  as  either  31bs.  of  cod  fish  (fresh) ;  fib.  of  lean  beef ; 
4  lbs.  of  cabbage  or  8  eggs.”  You  will  see  by  the  report  that 
Pasteurised  Milk  is  being  sold  in  Otley  for  the  first  time 
under  a  license  issued  by  the  Leeds  City  Council.  Many 
large  City  Health  Authorities  are  strongly  recommending  the 
pasteurisation  of  all  milk.  Many  people  object  to  this,  as 
they  say  that  it  spoils  the  flavour ;  still  the  authorities  claim 
that  if  pasteurisation  is  carried  out  properly,  there  is  no 
change  in  the  flavour  of  the  milk. 

You  will  see  the  report  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Officer 
to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  on  the  inspection  of  milk 
cows  in  your  district  was  satisfactory.  Thirty-six  visits  were 
made  to  18  cowsheds  and  470  clinical  examinations  of  cows 
were  made.  Samples  of  milk  were  also  taken  for  bacter- 
ioligical  examination  and  no  tubercule  bacillus  demonstrated. 
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Fo^  cows  suffering  from  acute  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
slaughtered  during  the  year. 

I  am  hoping  that  by  a  strict  observation  of  the  milk 
supply,  we  may  reduce  our  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  young 
children.  It  is  now  generally  accepted  that  all  and 

joint  tuberculosis  infections  are  caused  by  bovine  bacillus 
conveyed  by  milk. 

r 

infectious  Diseases. 

You  will  see  by  the  report  that  a  great  reduction  in 
notified  cases  has  taken  place — a  reduction  of  65  cases  for  the 
year,  as  compared  with  last  year. 

I  have  issued  in  the  report  tables  giving  the  diseases 
notified  and  cases  removed  to  the  hospital  during  the  last  ten 
years. 

The  reduction  is  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
The  majority  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified  this  year, 
occurred  during  the  first  quarter.  We  are  now  tolerably  free 
from  the  disease.  The  form  of  Scarlet  Fever  prevailing  was 
mild  and  this  accounted  for  a  good  deal  of  its  prevalence. 

During  the  year  we  had  but  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  and 
for  the  last  10  years  only  93  cases,  an  average  of  little  more 
than  nine  cases  a  year.  This  disease  is  sometimes  fatal  and 
many  cases  are  of  a  virulent  type — so  I  want  to  act  on  the 
slogan  “  prevention  pays.”  Hence  the  Council  have  decided 
to  supply  Toxoid  Antitoxin  as  a  protection  material,  free  to 
all  Medical  Practitoners  in  the  Town. 

I  think  that  the  schick  test  and  immunisation  will  reduce 
the  number  of  cases  and  the  cost  considerably.

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and 
consideration  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  as  your  Sanitary 
Inspector,  giving  details  of  the  work  carried  out  in  your 
Health  Department  during  the  year  ended  the  31st  December 
1931. 

The  department  has  again  been  kept  busy  throughout  the 
year  and  prompt  attention  has  been  given  to  all  cases  of  notifi¬ 
able  diseases,  disinfection  and  complaints.  Systematic  inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  carefully  and  frequently  carried  out. 

The  issue  of  the  daily  bulletins  showing  the  progress  of 
Otley  patients  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  no  doubt  appreciated 
by  the  relatives  of  patients. 

The  purchase  of  Cash’s  Captive  Bolt  Pistol  for  the 
humane  slaughter  of  food  animals  for  use  at  the  Public 
Al^IJi^attoir  has  proved  most  popular  amongst  many  of  the 
tenant  butchers,  as  since  the  pistol  was  first  provided  more 
than  60%  of  cattle,  pigs  and  calves  slaughtered  at  the  Al3*l^atoir 
were  put  to  death  by  this  humane  method. 

During  the  year  I  had  occasion  to  submit  a  detailed 
report  on  the  water  closet  and  urinal  accommodation  provided 
for  the  tenants  and  customers  of  all  Licensed  Public  Houses 
in  your  district  and  the  result  was  that  the  Council  set  up  a 
minimum  standard  accommodation  for  all  Licensed  Houses. 
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The\  owners  of  premises  which  were  not  satisfactory  were 
informed  of  the  Council’s  recommendations  and  were  each 
asked  to  bring  their  premises  up  to  standard.  Also  a  copy  of 
the  Council’s  recommendations,  together  with  a  copy  of  my 
report  was  sent  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Justices. 

Nuisances. 

During  the  year  218  Informal  Notices  and  18  Statutory 
Notices  were  served  requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances  in 
connection  with  307  premises,  and  216  Informal  Notices  and 
11  Statutory  Notices  were  complied  with. 

d'he  number  of  nuisances  recorded  was  371  and  the 
nuisances  outstanding  at  the  close  of  1930  was  42.  Therefore 
the  total  number  of  nuisances  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year 
193  1  was  413. 

During  the  year  376  nuisances  (affecting  287  premises) 
were  abated,  and  the  number  of  nuisances  outstanding  at  the 
close  of  1931  was  37. 

The  number  of  alterations  and  improvements  carried  out 
voluntarily  and  which  came  under  my  supervision  was  80, 
and  the  premises  affected  by  these  works  numbered  13. 

As  compared  with  the  year  1930,  the  number  of  Informal 
Notices  served  during  the  current  year  shows  an  increase  of 
15,  and  during  the  same  period  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Statutory  Notices  served  by  11. 

The  nuisances  recorded  during  1931  shows  an  increase 
of  91  more  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the  nuisances  abated 
was  85  more  during  the  same  period. 

The  nuisances  outstanding  at  the  close  of  1931  shows  a 
decrease  of- five,  as  compared  with  the  nuisances  outstanding 
at  the  close  of  1930. 

I  am  again  pleased  to  report  that  in  no  instance  was  it 
necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances.

HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND 

DISPOSAL. 

The  work  in  connection  with  this  important  service  has 
again  been  satisfactorily  carried  out.  The  collections  have 
been  made  systematically  and  the  different  parts  of  the  town 
have  received  the  same  service,  with  the  result  that  there 
have  been  very  few  complaints. 
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^  fair  amount  of  my  time  has  been  given  in  the  super¬ 
vision  of  this  work,  both  in  the  collection  of  the  refuse  and 
the  disposal  of  the  refuse  at  the  tips. 

During  the  year  26  sepe^te  collections  were  made,  which 
averages  one  collection  every  fortnight,  in  addition  to  the 
weekly  collections  from  the  business  premises  in  the  centre  of 
of  the  town. 

All  refuse  was  again  dumped  at  the  Ings  tip,  with  the 
exception  of  the  refuse  collected  from  the  South-West  part  of 
town,  which  was  dumped  at  the  West  Chevin  Quarry. 

Again  I  am  pleased  to  report  there  has  been  no  trouble 
from  fire  at  the  Ings  Tip. 

The  “  Pagefield  ”  lorry  has  again  given  good  service, 
although  during  the  month  of  August  it  was  necessary  to  carry 
out  several  important  repairs. 

The  estimated  weight  of  refuse  dealt  with  was  3397  tons, 
w'hich  gives  an  average  of  6T0  cwts.  per  head  of  population. 

The  estimated  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  your  district 
is  3091,  hence  the  average  amount  of  refuse  collected  and 
disposed  of  was  equal  to  2r97  cwts.  per  house.

Public  Latrines  and  Private  Gullies. 

The  work  of  Cleansing  Public  Latrines  and  Private 
Gullies  has  again  been  satisfactorily  carried  out.  All  Public 
Latrines  are  thoroughly  cleansed  daily  and  Private  Gullies 
are  systematically  cleansed. 

Public  Abattoir  and  Meat  Inspection. 

The  slaughter  of  food  animals  and  the  preparation  of 
m.eat  at  the  Public  Abattoir  have  again  been  carried  out 
throughout  the  year  satisfactorily. 


'^hese  premises  have  proved  a  boon  to  the  district,  as  the 
necessary  work  in  the  preparation  of  this  class  of  food  is 
conducted  under  hygienic  conditions.  Moreover,  the  central¬ 
isation  of  slaughter  of  food  animals,  permits  a  more  thorough 
inspection  of  meat  being  carried  out.  Practically  all  meat 
offered  for  sale  in  your  district  is  subject  to  inspection. 

During  the  year  I  paid  190  visits  to  the  Ab^atSIr  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting  meat,  and  in  addition  I  visited  ten 
butchers  shops  for  a  similar  purpose. 

The  quality  of  meat  retailed  in  your  district  is  good. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  there  were  three  tenement 
slaughter-houses  vacant. 

During  the  month  of  August,  it  was  necessary  to  make 
amended  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  garbage  from  the 
Ab\atoir.  Fortunately  I  was  successful  in  coming  to  terms 
with  the  tenants  of  Black  House  Farm,  Clifton,  who  agreed 
to  accept  the  whole  of  the  garbage.  This  amended  arrange¬ 
ment  is  far  more  satisfactory  than  the  previous  method  of 
disposal. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  was  5943,  which 
shows  a  reduction  of  654,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
This  reduction  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  removal  of  the 
Leeds  Industrial  Co-operative  Society  to  their  Ab'batEIr  at 
Leeds.

Notifiable  Diseases  and  Disinfection. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  total  of  88  cases  of  disease 
notified,  which  shows  a  reduction  of  65  cases  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

The  diseases  notified  were  : — 42  Scarlet  Fever,  5  Diph¬ 
theria,  3  Erysipelas,  2  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  1  Puerperal  Fever, 
27  Pneumonia,  6  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2  Other 
Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  shows  a 
considerable  reduction  as  compared  with  the  year  1930,  when 
110  cases  were  notified.  The  majority  of  the  cases  notified 
during  the  current  year  were  during  the  first  three  months. 

The  cases  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment 
were,  42  Scarlet  Fever,  5  Diphtheria,  I  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
and  1  Puerperal  Fever.

The  Service  has  again  been  kept  fairly  busy  throughout 
the  year  and  the  work  has  been  carried  out  promptly  and 
efficiently. 

Although  there  was  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of 
calls  for  the  Ambulance  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
the  amount  of  work  done  still  proves  the  necessity  and  useful¬ 
ness  of  the  Service. 

The  organisation  of  the  Service  is  still  satisfactory  and 
no  time  is  wasted  in  turning  out  the  Ambulance  on  receipt  of 
any  urgent  call. 

The  report  again  shows  a  debit  balance  on  the  year  of 
;f48  4s.  8d.  which  is  a  large  increase  on  £\^  18s.  bid.  the 
debit  balance  for  the  year  1930,  and  on  £2^  8s.  7d.  the  debit 
balance  for  the  year  1929. 

This  increased  debit  balance  is  accounted  for  in  the  cost 
of  ;^20  10s.  5d.  for  providing  new  tyres  and  the  slight 
increase  for  the  cost  of  repairs. 

To  reduce  the  debit  balance  I  again  would  suggest  the 
payment  of  a  retaining  fee  for  the  use  of  the  Ambulance  by 
the  Wharfedale  Rural  District  Council,  because  the  report 
shows  the  great  benefit  the  people  of  this  District  receive  from 
the  services  of  the  Otley  Ambulance.

In  connection  with  twenty-one  calls  an  extra  man  was  in 
attendance  along  with  the  driver. 

The  number  of  hours  employed  in  driving  the  Ambulance 
(including  the  time  of  the  extra  man  in  the  above  mentioned 
twenty-one  cases)  was  479i,  which  gives  an  average  of  r85 
hours  per  journey. 
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Tivhe  estimated  mileage  was  4938,  an  average  of  19’06 
miles^er  journey,  and  the  amount  of  petrol  consumed  was 
392  gallons,  an  average  of  12’59  miles  to  the  gallon. 

Total  charges  made  during  the  year  for  the  use  of  the 
Ambulance  was  /^138  3s.  6d.,  but  in  connection  with  five 
cases  owing  to  death  or  distress,  the  Committee  excused 
charges  to  the  value  oi  £\  8s.,  thus  leaving  the  amount  to  be 
collected  in  the  form  of  fees  at  £\2i6  15s.  6d. 

During  the  year  a  sum  of  ;^108  3s.  was  collected  and  the 
balance  of  £2^^  12s.  6d.  was  outstanding.  This  outstanding 
balance  relates  to  55  seperate  charges,  several  of  which  have 
been  owing  many  months. 

There  were  no  calls  from  the  Guiseley  and  Yeadon 
Districts  on  behalf  of  the  Guiseley  and  District  Motor 
Ambulance  Association,  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  with 
this  Association  and  the  Otley  Urban  District  Council. 

During  the  year  1931  the  total  calls  received  for  the 
Ambulance  numbered  259,  which  is  a  reduction  of  15  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year,  whilst  the  number  of  calls  dealt 
with  since  the  Ambulance  was  first  put  into  commission  in 
July,  1928,  was  924.

The  fumigation  of  the  Ambulance  and  the  washing  of 
blankets  is  periodically  carried  out,  and  the  garaging  and 
cleansing  of  the  Ambulance  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

The  registrations  in  your  district  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order,  1926,  are  classified  as  follows  : —

Four  of  the  registered  retail  purveyors  of  milk  have  no 
registered  premises  in  your  district,  as  each  bring  milk  into 
Otley  for  retail  sale  from  outside  districts.

“tShree  of  the  registered  Dairies  attached  to  dwelling- 
houses  are  only  registered  as  such  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing 
and  storing  milk  utensils,  and  not  for  storing  milk  thereon, 
because  the  premises  are  lacking  of  suitable  milk  stores. 

Five  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  retail  of 
milk  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1922. 
Three  were  for  “  Certified  ”  Milk,  one  for  “  Grade  A  ”  Milk, 
and  one  for  “  Pasteurised  ”  Milk.  The  “  Certified  ”  Milk  is 
produced  at  a  farm  at  Ben  Rhydding  under  a  licence  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  “Grade  A”  Milk  is  produced 
at  a  farm  at  Arthington  under  a  licence  issued  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council,  and  the  “  Pasteurised  ”  Milk  is  pro¬ 
duced  in  Leeds  under  a  licence  issued  by  Leeds  City  Council. 

During  the  year  I  inspected  238  Cowsheds  and  91  Dairies 
and  Retail  Purveyor’s  premises.  The  28  Cowsheds  provide 
accommodation  for  332  cattle. 

The  co-operation,  between  your  department  and  the 
County  Council  Veterinary  Department  has  been  most  cordial. 

I  submit  details  supplied  by  Mr.  Rabagliati,  Chief 
Veterinary  Officer  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  as  to 
the  inspection  of  milk  cows  in  your  district. 

“  During  the  year  ended  October  31st,  1931,  thirty-six 
visits  were  paid  to  eighteen  Cowsheds  and  470  clinical  exam¬ 
inations  of  Cows  made.  Four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  in  none  of  which,  however,  was 
tubercule  bacilli  demonstrated. 

Four  cows  suffering  from  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  slaughtered  during  the  year,  and  one  case  of  acute,  and 
six  cases  of  chronic  mastitis  (felon),  and  two  cases  of  retained 
placinta  were  noted. 

With  the  above  exceptions,  the  health  of  the  cows  was 
found  to  be  good.” 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  still  only  one  Common  Lodging  House  registered 
in  your  district.  The  premises  provide  accommodation  for  75 
lodgers.  The  building  is  old,  yet  the  premises  are  kept  clean 
and  are  well  managed. 
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Offensive  Trades, 

The  number  of  Offensive  Trades  registered  in  your 
district  is  eighteen,  which  is  one  less  than  in  th'e  previous  year. 
They  are  classified  as  follows  :  12  Fish  P'ryers,  2  Fellmongers, 
1  Fat  Extractor,  2  Knackers,  1  Rag  and  Bone  Merchant. 

Several  inspections  of  these  premises  have  been  made 
during  the  year  without  meeting  with  any  cause  for  complaint. 
It  would  be  a  great  help  to  me  if  the  Council  would  adopt 
Bye-laws  for  regulating  the  business  of  Fish  Frying. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  the  tenants  of  rat 
infected  houses.  All  complaints  were  promptly  attended  to 
and  advice  and  rat  bait  were  issued  to  applicants. 

Petroleum  (Consolidated)  Act,  1928. 

The  premises  licensed  under  the  above  Act,  number  28, 
which  is  an  increase  of  4  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Ten  licences  cover  the  storage  of  both  Petroleum  and 
Carbide  of  Calcium,  seventeen  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
only,  and  one  for  the  storage  of  Carbide  of  Calcium  only. 

The  whole  of  the  licences  allow  for  the  storage  of  70,100 
gallons  of  Petroleum  and  880  lbs.  of  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

Several  inspections  of  these  licensed  premises  were  made 
during  the  year  without  meeting  any  irregularities. 

Workshops. 

The  number  of  Workshops  situated  within  your  district 
is  125 — the  same  number  as  last  year.  During  the  year  I 
paid  76  visits  to  Workshops  (including  P'actories),  and  noted 
and  recorded  22  nuisances.

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HOUSING  ACTS. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  under  the  Housing  Acts 
during  the  year  was  152  and  28  of  these  were  found  satisfact¬ 
ory,  whereas  the  other  124  needed  further  action.  In  addition 
there  were  9  houses  that  were  not  reasonably  fit  for, habitation, 
carried  over  from  last  year — hence  the  total  number  of  houses 
to  be  dealt  with  was  133. 
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A  total  of  127  houses  belonging  to  the  latter  were  ie(  / 
fit  in  response  to  Informal  Notices,  and  4  houses  were  ren¬ 
dered  fit  after  the  service  of  Statutory  Notices.  The  balance 
of  two  houses  having  defects,  were  not  remedied  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

No  houses  were  represented  as  totally  unfit  for  habitation. 

During  the  year,  one  house  was  voluntarily  closed  after 
the  service  of  Closing  Orders,  and  two  houses  in  Peckett  Hall 
were  voluntarily  closed  by  the  owner  in  accordance  with 
agreement  with  the  Otley  Council. 

At  the  close  of  1931  we  have  a  total  of  43  houses  on  the 
register,  which  are  totally  unfit  for  habitation  and  which  have 
not  yet  been  disposed  of,  and  two  houses  which  are  not 
reasonably  fit  for  habitation. 

Twelve  of  the  totally  unfit  houses  are  still  occupied, 
whereas  thirty-one  of  this  class  of  house  have  already  been 
closed.

During  the  year  12  New  Houses  have  been  erected  in 
your  district,  all  of  the  working  class  type.  These  twelve 
houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  estimated  number  of  dwelling- 
houses  in  the  district  was  3091.
